Ulster. At the Irish Convention the Southern 
Unionists’ delegates gave evidence of a readi- 
ness to combine with moderate Nationalism, in 
order to secure a settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion, that more than justified the policy of 
which the Convention was the outcome. It 
also demonstrated the possibility of settlement, 
which even the subsequent tragedy of Ireland has 
not altogether obliterated. True, their over- 
tures were afterwards repudiated by others of 
their own party, but the dissentients repre- 
sented rather Conservatism of the less intel- 
lectual type than appreciation of the true pro- 
portions, of the Irish problem. The statesman- 
ship which has led the Government to seek 
eventual reunion through the preliminary of a 
divided Ireland is likely to be obscured for all 
Southern Unionists by ‘the immediate effect of 
this policy upon themselves, and it might seem 
unreasonable to éxpect from the majority of 
them a longer range of vision. Safeguards in 
the nature of increased representation or of re- 
strictions on the powers of the Southern Legis- 
lature must appear to them largely illusory, 
since their only practical safeguard lies in the 
concentrated strength of Ulster Unionism and 
their community of interest with it. The umpre- 
cedented powers which the Government propose 
for the Irish Provincia] Legislatures are a greater 
menace to Southern Unionists than would be 
a echeme on the strict model of Dommion Go- 
vernment. While we believe that the Govern- 
ment will not hesitate to make provision for 
Southern Unionist interests in the new bill, -in so 
far as it is possible to do so, and while we think 
it unlikely that there will be strong Nationalist 
fecling against reasonable protection for any 
minority, it is impossible to disguise the fact 
that the immediate desires of the Southern 
Unionists must, however we may regret it, be 
subordinated to the general interest, and to the 
main object of securing a workable Constitu- 
tion. Consequently, though the truest and 
wisest safeguard that the Government can pro- 
vide for them lies in so framing the Irish Con- 
stitution that a union of Ireland will be effected 
at the earliest possible moment, it is inevitable 
that im the intermediate stage Soutbeto 
Unwwnists should suffer from that disqualification 
which is inseparable from their paucity of num- 
bers, and from their distribution. 


THE TRUNCATED PEACE, 


It seems, says Zhe Tunes, in a leading article 
to-day, that the task of making the world safe 
for democratic liberty, which we had thought to 
take in one stride, must be taken in two. Let 
us hope that the second stride will not be over 
another abyss of war, like our first. But we 
should be deceiving curselves, not changing the 
facts, if we avorted our eyes from the dangers. 
No one can foresee how the Russian 
Revolution will develop. It may acquire 
a strong bias towards militarism, and, 
flushed ‘with its success in Southern 
Russia, turn its arms against Poland. How 
would the League of Nations, contracted now 
for working purposes to England and Franoe, 
regard such attempted murder of its offspring? 
Russia again is an Asi as well as a Euro- 
pean Power, and the turnip-and-candle ghost 
that haunted Central Asia in the middle of last 
century is putting on flesh and socquiring, an 
authentic voice. British policy, that once 
counted on Turkey as a natural ally against 
Russian aggression, must reckon a combination 
of both among its dangers, ard at a moment 
when stability and resolution are prime neces- 
sities of our position we are so far from either, 
that our Political Correspondent reports that the 
Cabinet is vacillating on so elementary a ques- 
tion as whether the Turks are or are not to 
keep Constantinople as their capital. .The 
struggle in Russia is not over, nor must there 
be any hauling down of the flag. Let it be 
agreed that only the democracy can keep the 
democratic flag flying. But nothing is asked 
from it but that it should be loyal to the prin- 
ciples of liberty for which it fought so hard. It 
ie not true that the peoples of and 
France have turned their backs on the people 
of Russia, indifferent to whether they sink or 
swim, sick of foreign affairs, and closing their 
ears to all discussions. except those about wages 
and the cost of living. They want Russia to be 
great and free and friendly. Let them make 
that clear to the Russians in their time of trial, 
and encourage them to keep the flag flying, to 
band themselves together—men of -all origins 
and parties—as loyal sons of Russia, and then, 
if the cause of liberty does not prevail, the 
Allied peoples will reckon sternly with their 
politicians for their lack of candour and their 
low and cynical estimate of democratic moral. 


THE FIGHT FOR THE TREATY. 

The Washington Correspondent of TAe 
Times, telegraphing yesterday, says—The 
President has vindicated the fears of his 
friends and the hopes of extreme enemies of 
the League. In the letter read last night to 
the leaders of the Democratic Party, at their 
Jackson Day dinner, he refused to compromise 
with the Republicans, and urged the party to 
make the League the issue of the pending 
Presidential campaign. The letter, though 
not unexpected in view of Presiden: 
Wilson's general handling of the Treaty 
fight, made, as can be imagined, 
a great sensation. The sensation was 
increased when Mr. Bryan, who is regaining 
prominence as a party leader, took direct issue 
with the President. He urged compromises. 
He recognised the right of the Republicans 
in the Senate to take the course ha 
taken, but he blamed them for their long dela 
in deciding upon their reservations. He poin 
out that to take the Treaty before the country 
would mean at least fourteen months more 
delay, and that, even if the people 
the Treaty, the final ratification 
depend upon the two-thirds: vote of the Senate 
only one-third whereof were to be 
elected next autumn.

THE DUBLIN COAL CRISIS, 


DELIVERIES TO BE CONTINUED. 


As a result of meetings held yesterday the 
Dublin Coal Merchants’ Association have 
agreed not to close their yards, as they had 
proposed to do from last evening, but to con- 
tinue the delivery of orders already booked as ) 
far as their present supplies will allow. 

The situation was considered at a meeting 
of the Coal Prices Committee of the Dublin 
Corporation yesterday morning, which wes 
attended by the Lerd Mayor, who presided, 
and Alderman Moran and Mr. M, J. Moran. 
After discussion with the representative of the 
Coal Controller, it was decided to meet again 
to-day, and to request the merchants to attend 
the meeting. 

A meeting of the coal merchants wae also 
held yesterday morning, and was adjourned 
until the afternoon in order that a reply might 
be received from the Coal Prices Committee. 
At the afternoon sitting the reply was con- 
sidered, and the following resolution adopted :— 

“That, having this afternoon ‘received a 
letter from the Town Clerk informing the 
Association that a special meeting of the Coal 
Prices Committee of the Corporation would be 
held at 12 o'clock to-morrow (Saturday) to con- 
sider the claim for increase in the eelling 
price, it is agreed that, in as far as they have 
supplies of coal, merchauts should continue de- 
liveries of orders already booked, pending the 
result of the meeting of the Coal Prices Com- 
mittee of the Corporation.”

For genturies, however, ite place in the 
scheme of things was the subject of philosophic 
doubt. I am told that among the Bantus it is 
known by a name which signifies ' useless.” As 
a boy, being unaware of Pasteur, I shared the 
philosophit doubt, though I have a dim recol- 
lection that I once exchanged a remarkably 
hirsute and pronouncedly particoloured guinea 
boar for a broken air-pistol. The exchange was 
largely in my favour. The eir-pistol made a 
pleasantly war-like noise. The guinea pig made 
a noise midway between the chirrup of a cricket 
and the cry of an unoiled sewing machine. 
The guinca pig has been deseribed by 
a great zoologist as “ rabbit—only 
worse.
